Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Willimantic: 


T am submitting herewith my annual report as 
superintendent of your schools. In these annual re- 
ports an attempt is made to briefly review the school 
activities for the past year and to bring to your atten- 
tion some of the needs of the schools. 

Tax rates largely determine the rights of the several 
towns to participate in the distribution of the equaliza- 
tion fund. This year the average of the school rates 
for the state is .01243 while the average of the munici- 
pal rates is .05736. The school rate for the town is 
.01287 while the municipal rate is .0730. ‘These figures 
for the town show that the municipal rate has in- 
creased over the rate for last year while the school 
rate has been reduced. 

Because of the increase in the amount of the equal- 
ization fund through emergency action at a special 
session of the Legislature held late in October 1937, a 
more generous distribution has been made available 
for many towns. Due to the fact that in many towns 
expenditures for teaching equipment and instructional 
material had been decreased during the past five or 
Six years, it was considered advisable to utilize a sub- 
stantial amount of the equalization fund for these 
purposes. 

I understand that some changes may be made by the 
State Department in the manner of distribution of the 
equalization fund for 1988. There is no assurance 
that towns will receive an amount in 1938 similar to 
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that received in 1937. Towns may be allocated smaller 
or greater amounts depending upon educational needs 
of the receiving towns. It seems to be the purpose of 
the Department to work out a plan whereby the equal- 
ization fund will be allocated to towns where the school 
rates considerably in excess of the average of rates 
for the state fail to provide a satisfactory minimum 
educational efficiency. Because of the reduction made 
in the school rate for the town this past year it is 
reasonable to expect that there will be a smaller 
amount allocated to the town from the equalization 
fund in December, 1938. 

The amount of the equalization fund apportioned 
to the town of Willimantic in December, 1937, was 
$342. From the fund $233 was allocated for main- 
taining and increasing teachers salaries and $109 for 
purchasing teaching equipment and instructional ma- 
terial. From the amount allocated for wages one hun- 
dred fifty dollars was required to maintain the present 
wage scale and one hundred eight dollars was allocated 
for increasing the wage scale next year. 

SCHOOL PROGRESS 

There have been no great changes in school pro- 
cedure during the past year.. The school officials were 
able to retain the teachers who have been here for 
some time. Perhaps the greatest change is in the en- 
rollment at the No. 1 school. Just a few years ago the 
attendance at that school dropped below the required 
average of eight.. Now we have the largest enroll- 
ment at that school. At this time we do not propose 
making any change in school activities. It has been 
mentioned previously that we plan to follow closely 
the State Elementary School Curriculum. 

Our school activities should concern itself with 
the all-round happy and satisfying development of our 
children. Of course it includes giving children a mas- 
tery of those aspects of the three R’s and of history, 
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geography and science necessary to effective living in 
the world as it is. It includes the development. of 
sound bodies and scund personalities. It includes the 
development of special aptitudes and interests. It in- 
cludes helping children to develop a deep-rooted social 
consciousness that is essential to character and essen- 
tial to citizenship. 

In order to maintain this interesting type of educa- 
tional procedure, it is essential that schools be in 
charge of efficient and well-trained teachers. At this 
time there seems to be a shortage of this type of 
teacher with the result that better salaries must be 
paid or else schools will be left in charge of inefficient 
and poorly trained teachers. Because of the shortage 
of teachers and the higher cost of living many are un- 
willing to accept positions in communities offering only 
a low wage scale. | 

Lack of sufficient school funds eventually means a 
decrease in the supply of textbooks, reference mate- 
rial, supplementary reading, supplies and equipment, 
all of which are essential as the working tools of any 
school. The town has raised each year a sum of 
money for textbooks and school supplies, but there has 
been no money raised especially for reference material 
and equipment. Fifty dollars from the equalization 
fund is being used for the purchase of textbooks. 
This will enable us to purchase for the schools some 
books needed and which we could not have had without 
increasing the amount raised for textbooks. A small 
sum from the fund has been made available for the 
purchase of some reference material and equipment. 


SCHOOL REPAIRS 
It is rather difficult to see at this time of year just 
what repairs must be made about the school buildings. 
during the year. The expenditures for the care and 
up-keep of the buildings have been comparatively 
small for some time now. Consequently anyone with 
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funds to use could find considerable to do. If there 
were funds available, one could talk over plans for 
painting the buildings. The old paint is not much 
protection to the buildings now. 

However, there are some general repairs we should 
plan to do this coming summer. There should be 
funds with which to make some repairs on the wood- 
shed at the No. 1 School. This building needs shing]l- 
ing, needs to have a new sill and some repairs on the 
sides of the building. 

It is possible that considerable work should be done 
on the rock foundation of No 38 building. I find that 
some of the rocks have fallen out of place, and it may 
be that many more of them should be replaced. Con- 
siderable work might well be planned for that founda- 
tion. 

During the past two summers some work has been 
done to the walls and ceiling in the No. 2 building. It 
would be worthwhile to continue with some work 
there. This work to include making some repairs 
about the windows. 

Last year the committee had one hundred dollars 
for repairs about the school buildings. The largest 
expense was for repairing the shed at the No. 8 build- 
ing. If we do the repairing mentioned at the No. 1 
building and try to do anything at all to the underpin- 
ning at the No. 3 building, more than one hundred dol- 
lars should be raised. With one hundred we could 
make the repairs on the shed and take care of other 
minor repairs that might be needed. 

SCHOOL FUNDS 

The present distribution of the equalization fund is 
not to be considered in anyway as a tax reduction 
measure. The law clearly determines this in stating 
that the equalization fund shall be allocated for im- 
proving educational standards beyond those provided 
by current appropriations. No part of this fund can 
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be utilized for reducing appropriations at the annual 
meeting of the town. Towns at their annual meetings 
~ in 1938 should make appropriations at least on a level 
with those made in 1937. Otherwise, towns may for- 
feit any right to share in the distribution of the equali- 
zation fund in December, 1938. 

It would seem that in order to share in the distri- 
bution of the equalization fund in 1988 we must plan 
appropriations on a level of those made in 1937. In 
fact you can plan to do no less, because any reduction 
in your appropriations would most likely reduce the 
school tax rate for the town below the average of that 
rate for the state. The school budget which has been. 
planned for this year makes provision for some in- 
crease in salaries of the teachers for the next school 
year. The amount needed for this increase in salaries 
has been allocated from the equalization fund for 1937. 

The number of pupils from the town now attending 
high school is smaller than is usually the case. Be- 
cause there will ‘be new pupils to attend high school 
next year, the number attending high school may be 
larger. Very likely the usual amount will be needed 
for high school tuition purposes. The allotment from 
the equalization fund makes it possible for us to pur- 
chase some needed books which we could not have 
without increasing the annual approriations for text- 
books. No appropriation for insurance on _ school 
buildings will be required this year.
